Dr.  Ellis  recognized 
an  old  blacksmith  from  his  native  town  of 
Ovid  whom  he  had  often  heard  playing  on 
the  violin,  and  who  was  seated  just  where 
he  had  been  when  the  Doctor  visicqd  the  in 
stitution  on  two  former  occasions  at  long 
intervals  of  time.  In  one  ward  there  was 
some  little  disturbance  which  one  of  the 
keepers,  as  I  thought,  attempted  to  quell. 
It  turned  out  that  the  guardian  of  the  peace 
was  an  “amateur,”  and  as  crazy  as  anybody 
else;  and  an  indignant  fellow-patient  took
